E. Peary consented today to talk fur- 
ther concerning his dash to the north 
pole. He dwelt particularly upon ob- 
servations taken at the apex of the 
world, and the movements of Harry 
Whitney, 
the 
sportsman 
of 
New 


Haven, Conn., who has been described 
as the bearer of records substantiat- 
ing Dr. Frederick A. Cook's claim to 
have reached the north pole April 21, 
1508. 


Tells of Observations. 


"We took five observations prior to 


reaching the pole" Commander Peary 
said. 
"Two of them were made and 


worked out by the late Prof. Ross 
Marvin, who prepared duplicate rec- 
ords in each case and duly signed the 
duplicate 
certificates. 
To 
guard 


against accident I took one set of these 
papers and Prof. Marvin took the oth- 
er. 


"When a distance of 125 miles from 


the pole, the third observation was 
mode, by Captain Bartlett, who also 
signed the records and certificates in 
duplicate, he retaining one set and I 
the other. 
The fourth and fifth ob- 


servations were made by myself, the 
last being taken five miles from the 
pole proper." 


"Was there more than one observa- 


tion taken at the .pole, and by. whom?" 
the explorer was asked. 
Took Observations at Pole Himself. 
•"There were several 
observations" 


he replied, "and I took them all my- 
self. They all agreed. Tou must un- 
derstand that the pole is a theoretical 
point, 
without 
lengfh, 
breadth 
or 


thickness. Its actual location depends 
on the accuracy of the Instruments 
Employed and 
the conditions under 


which the observations are taken." 


"You 
have 
stated, 
Commander 


Peary, that a copy of your records and 
polar observations was wrapped in a 
piece of a silk American flag and de- 
posited in an ice cavity at the. pole; 
did any person witness this act?" 


To this question Comnrander Peary 


declined to make any answer at pres- 
ent. 
Will Prove Cook Impostor, He Says. 
Continuing Peary said that Dr. Cook 


was expected by the world to submit 
to an impartial tribunal or board of 
arbitration, a. revised and 
authentic 


signed statement of his alleged dis- 


" covery of the pole. 
Dr. Cook soon 


would reach the United States Com- 
mander Peary said; arid *.e was glad at 
the- prospect of the matter being sub- 
mitted for consideration at an early 
date. 


It should be done inside of a couple 


of weeks and when it was done the 
commander declared, he was prepared 
to turn over to the board of arbitra- 
tion, to the public and to scientific 
bodies an array of testimony which 
would disprove Dr. Cook's claims for 
all time.

Letter of the League. 


In part the open letter says: 
"The recent expression of officers oi 


your association tend to show a splri 
of opposition to postal savings banks 
which, while, contrary to public opin- 
ion, 
is also, as we believe, contrary 


to the best interests of your business 
The dominant party is most solemnlj 
pledged to the establishment 
of the 


people's banks, yet in tbe same breati 
in which you make a proposition ii 
behalf of the moneyed interests (a 
central bank under government super- 
vision) you ask the legislative and ex- 
ecutive to ignore 
and 
violate 
the 


pledges given to the body of the propl 
in platforms and official documents." 


Calls on Bankers to Aid. 


The league calls on tho bankers fo 


aid in securing p.»->~' savings bank 
in the following words'. 


"Here is the iil.u v. 
and the' Time 


when broad patriotism urges that op- 
position to the postal depository meas- 
ure favored by President Taft shall 
cease and that the American Bankers'

WILL RAISE DISCOUNT RATE. 


Imperial Bank of Germany Will Make 


an Advance. 


Berlin, Sept. 16.—It is probable that 


the rate of discount of the Imperial 
Bank of Germany will be advanced to 
4 per cent tomorrow. The private rate 
of discount has been rising steadily 
during this month and is now a full 
1 per cent higher than on August 31. 
The rise is due chiefly to the activity 
in speculation on the stock exchanges, 
which show a greater volume than at 
any time since the fall of 1905. 


Another cause o£ this changed situa- 


tion on the money market is the heavy 
investment of German money In for- 
eign securities. The statement shows 
that the imports of such securities into 
Germany during the past five months 
are more than six times greater than 
for the same period o£ 1908. 


Federal Surgeon Says Pella- 


gra is Likely to Spread 


Over Country. 


Washington. Sept. 1C.—Expressing a 


confident belief that "Pellagra" Is like- 
ly to become In this country a public 
health problem of greater proportions 
than can at the present time bo real- 
ized, C. H. Lavlnder, assistant sur- 
geon In the public health and marine 
hospital service, has just reported the 
results of his 
Investigations 
of the 


prevalence of that disease In the Illi- 
nois state hospital for the Insane, to 
Surgeon General Wyman. As a pre- 
lude to his report Dr, Lavlnder states 
the housing, feeding and care of pa- 
tients In the Institution are above crit- 
icism. 


As soon as the strange malady was 


discovered in the Illinois 
Institution 


and finally diagnosed as pellagra, the 
public health and 
marine 
hospital 


service was requested to co-operate in 
the Investigation of the outbreak there. 
There are in the neighborhood of forty 
or fifty well defined cases of pellagra 
In the institution, according to Dr. La- 
vlnder. Ho states that the type of the 
disease found there differs In some 
respects from the general types fa- 
miliar In the south, but that the dis- 
ease should vary in different localities 
is said to be not unusual.

marked and admits of :i positive diag- 
losis.

Hair Needs Air More Than 


Shampoos in Summer. 


More necessary even than washing 


Is airing the hair In summer, when, 
no matter how oily the 'scalp may be- 
come, It should not be shampooed ot- 
tener than onco a month. As to the 
airing, a woman whose tresses arc 
thick should never fail to do them In 
two braids at night. To twist them on 
the head and pin there is to invite 
thinness. 
One braid is better than 


that, but the scalp gets no refresh- 
ment even then, but by making two 
braids ventilation may be secured. 


Preparatory to the airing a 
part 


should be put through the center from 
forehead to the nape of the neck, and 
each half then brought over the ear, in 
order to leave the middle of the head 
free. 
The braids should be loose. 


This l.i not to be done until a thor- 


ough brushing and airing of the locks 
has been given. For this treatment a 
long bristle brush -should be chosen 
and the hair divided into strands. Each 
of these, taken separately, should be 
brushed, beginning by placing the tips 
of the bristles on the scalp. The brush 
must then be drawn through the lock, 
down to the ends. This should be re 
peated several times, placing
